chosen, not especially to represent his 
own section, but rather as a representa- 
tive of tho stato and Its varied Interests. 
Upon each member,' therefore, rests the 
responsibility 
of 
furthering 
those In- 


terests which affect the* welfare of tho 
cntiru stato. 


The llnnnclal system of our state is one 


of the simplest that has been conceived 
for moetlr.h' the wants of. a lanrc and 
srowlnf; commonwealth. It Is, though 
simple, adequate to moot all the claims 
upon it, and we have tho pleasing fact to 
record thii;.

In this 
connection I eesire -:o call to your atten- 
tion the necessity for tho establishment 
of some sort of an intermediate prison, to 
which first offenders may be sent.

The crowded condition of 


the prison at Wauinm makes clear the 
necessity for either building an wddulon 
to the present prison, or the erection of a 
new prison.

of this question of an intermediate prison 
for first offenders 
and 
young -convicts 


who arc not yet beyond' thu asre when 
they can be reformed. Some division and 
classification of criminals

HOME FOR 
THE 
FEEBLE-MINDED. I 


The new Homo for tho Feeble-minded 


at Chlppcwa Falls, for -the erection of 
which the last Legislature provided, is 
about completed. No provision has been 
mane for the furnishing of the buildings, 
and in order that this new churlty shall 
be made available at once, I recommend 
that an appropriation be made lor this 
purpose. 


PRISON LABOR. 


The competition lii the sale of products 


manufactured 
by 
convict labor In the 


state prison with 
the 
same products 


manufactured throughout the state gives 
rise in uome quarters to an increasing 
complaint. This is not peculiar to Wis- 
consin, 
but the subject Is receiving :'. 


great deal of attention throughout the 
country. It if not necessary for mo to 
point out the Injustice growing out oC 
compelling honest labor to compete with 
the forced labor of convicts. 
But tho 


subject is a complicated one, Involving 
various considerations of preat Import- 
ance, and deserves the utmost investiga- 
tion find thought. 


Among the things to be considered -is 


involved In the question of prison labor 
are the necessity for so directing the em- 
ployment of convicts confined In the var- 
ious pennl institutions as that each con- 
vict, when his term of sentence expires, 
may have learned some trade, or other- 
wise fitted himself for earning an honor- 
able living: the necessity dictated by hu- 
mane Impulses for giving employment to 
convicts rather than allowing them to be 
idle; and the Importance to the tax-payer 
of 
making 
criminals 
self-supporting 


rather than a perpetual burden upon tho 
state. The tlrst of these is the most Im- 
portant. 
An attempt has hoer. made In 


New York to solve this difficult problem 
by a constitutional provision, und the 
Is.ws of that state may well be considered 
by your honorable body when the subject 
comes before you. 


While considering the effect of convict 


labor competition In our own state prtsor. 
with products manufactured In the atnte. 
It may not be unwise to consider whether 
legislation should not be enacted to pro- 
tect the manufacturers ar.d labor of the 
state against, competition 
with 
similar 


products made by the conv-iets of other 
siatcs. 


The Legislature of New York In 1SS4 


paswd an act upon the subject which re- 
quired "all goods, wares and mercho-ndlse 
made by convict labor In any 
jicnlton- 


Uitry, prison, reformatory or other os- 
uilii'isl-.rnent in which labor Is employed, 
In any state except tho statu of New 
York.'shall, before 
being exposed for 


sale, be branded. labeled or marked as 
hu-elnafa-r provided, and shall not bo ex- 
posed for sale in any place within this 
state without such brand, label or mark." 
Tho remaining sections of the act dwtl 
with details, and prescribe a severe pen- 
alty for violation of Its provisions. 


As the act deals with Interstate com- 


merce. It goes as far probably, as the 
Legislature can lawfully go in the oxer- 
else of the police power of the state. 


.1 recommend the investigation by your 


body, either through one of your commlt- 
'tecs or through the Board o£ Control, of 
Uic results ot the system adapted In New 
York and other states. Sueh an Investi- 
gation may very well be fruitful of good 
results. 1 commend the -whole matter to 
your best thought and attention. 


THE SUBJECT OF PARDONS. 


The applications for pardons and com- 


mutations hnve so multiplied as to render 
it dlfilcult for the Executive, with the 
other duties devolving upon him. to give 
to each the Investigation and considera- 
tion which the exercise of so delicate and 
great a power demands. With the lapse 
of years and increase of population, it i* 
not likely that these applications will di- 
minish, either In number or Importance. 


The "power to pram reprieves, commu- 


tations and pardons, after conviction, Cor 
all offenses except treason nnd cases of 
Impeachment." is lodged by the constitu- 
tion solely in the Executive. Of course, 
this power cannot be lawfully delegated 
to any other person or tribunal without 
amendment of tho constitution. 


I am constrained, therefore, 
to urgo 


upon your consideration the wisdom of so 
amending the constitution as to create 
;i Board of Pardons. In which, in con- 
junction with the Executive, or other- 
wise, this power shall be lodgod. 


QUESTION OF APPORTIONMENT. 
It has seemed to mo to be my duty to 


suggest for your earnest consideration 
whether the constitution should not be 
amended so as to more clearly rtellne tho 
rules which shall govern the Legislature 
in apportioning and 
redlstrlctlng 
the 


state Into senate and assembly districts. 
I have no reason whatever to doubt that 
the present law Is a constitutional one. 
but the manner in which this important 
duty has been performed by tho Legisla- 
ture has given rise, during tho last few 
years, to litigation, to threats of litiga- 
tion, and to charges nnd counter-charges, 
for which there should be no possible jus- 
tification. 


Certainly no political party should be 


permitted to take to itself any advantage 
or power at the expense of 
tho great 


principle of proportionate representation 
In the- Legislature, which underlies our 
system of government. 


A LAW COMMISSION'. 


I know something of the large amount 


of work which dn'-olvea upon' this body 
'and the manner. In-which, especially tow- 
ard the clofe of tho sedslon, Its various 
committees are burdened. It.Is this con- 
dition of aiTalrH which makes possible 
the criticism frequently made, that under 
tho severe pressure of work laws arc on- 
fictod which may not only be out of- har- 
mony, but many times In actual conflict, 
with statutes already In existence,, and ol 


a. character to,.lncrease litigation at.pub- 
lic and .privito. expense, and to'foster n 
sense'of instability in the Jaw. ' I "sug- 
gest, ' therefore! that you consider the 
question of appointing a commission of 
trained men whose duty It shall .be, when 
measures have passed to that stage be- 
fore your body where, their final enact- 
ment is virtually assured, to pass upon 
the validity of the measures and make 
recommendation, 
when necessary, to 


bring measures into harmony with exist- 
ing statutes. 


THE STATE SERVICE. 


In this connection I recommend that 


an effort bo made to regulate and bring 
under some system the 'state service In 
the different departments in the Capitol 
building. 
It is tha general Impression 


that this service can be' Improved, and a 
large saving effected by some kind of 
classification 
of the'employees of the 


various departments. No state oincer, or 
ho.'id of any department, should hava un- 
limited authority to employ clerks and 
other subordinates. . A classification of 
the 
employees, fixing the salaries and 


limiting the number to the actual need oJ 
each department, would. I have no doubt. 
Increase the efficiency of'the service, and 
result -in a material saving to the tax- 
payers. 


PUBLIC HIGHWAYS. 


There Iy a very general Interest In the 


subject of road Improvement throughout 
Wisconsin, and It is not unlikely that 
measures loklng toward tho Improvement 
of country roads may oome before you. 
This Is a subject In which the agricul- 
tural element of our population Is espe- 
cially Interested, and- should measjres 
be presented to you they will. I havu no 
doubt, receive the careful attention they 
deserve, 


STATE BOARD OP ARBITRATION. 
The Legislature ot 1M5 passed a law 


creating a State Eox-fl o£ Arbitration and 
Conciliation, whose duty was defined to 
be the reconciliation of differences be- 
tween employers and employees, ar.d the 
prevention ot strikes and other labor 
troubles. 


The report of this board will be la!fl bt- 


fore you. and from It you will learn that 
tho board has accomplished a great denl 
during Its short existence. 
The experi- 


ence of two yours has shown that the 
law should be amended In some particu- 
lars so as to Increase the efficiency of the 
board. This report will be primed, ami 
as it contains much that would be of ser- 
vice to both employer and employee, pro- 
vision may well be made for some ade- 
quate distribution of it. It is a subject of 
the highest importance, and deserves, ap 
.1 know it will receive, your earnest con- 
sideration. 


INSURANCE CODE. 


At the last session of the Legislature a 


law was passed creating a commission to 
prepare an Insurance code for the state, 
The commission appointed consists of the 
Hon. W. .\. Frleke, Insurance Commis- 
sioner 
of the 
state, the .Hon. 
"Kmil 


Baensch, Lieutenant Governor, and the 
Hon M. C. Phillips, of Oshkosh. 
This 


commission has competed Its work and 
tho result will be laid before you. 


Among the Important 
things recom- 


mended in the new code is th:it the du- 
ties of the Commissioner of Insurance 
be clearly defined, and that every fee and 
perquisite heretofore received by that 
official be eliminated, so that tho only 
compensation will be the salary. 


The subject of lire and life Insurance Is 


of great and increasing importance to 
the people, and I commend the commis- 
sion's report to your best consideration 
and attention. 


THE DAIRY INDUSTRY. 


The stringent law prohibiting the man- 


ufacture 
of spurious dairy pnjllucts in 


our state has had a salutary effect. In 
his report, which will be laid before you, 
the State Dairy and Food Commissioner 


! suggests some changes to make the law 


more effective. 
The law has proven to 


be so benetlcent in Its workings that I 
have no doubt you will view favorably 
any effort to Increase Its good results. 


' THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The National Guard of Wisconsin has 


reached a plane of efficiency never before 
equaled in Its history. It Is today prob- 
ably the best equipped and trained body 
of state militia to be found in the coun- 
try. This high standard, which has been 
reached only by the most careful atten- 
tion and wise management, should be 
maintained, and tho necessary provision 
for its maintenance should be made by 
your honorable body. In his annual re- 
port, which will be submitted to you, the 
Adjutant-General makes some Important 
recommendations 
which should receive 


your thoughtful, attention. 


BANKS AND BANKING, 


The existing banking code of 'Wisconsin 


is utterly Inadequate to meet the require- 
ments of the 
bunking business of tho 


present day. It does not sufficiently pro- 
tect tho people, nor does It throw around 
the 
business Itself 
tho«o sal'ea-uards 


which are calculated to securn the best 
results, and is quite out of harmony with 
the moat approved methods of modern 
banking. 


There should be a careful and Immedi- 


ate revision o:' our bunking law, by the 
nld of a commission or otherwise. The 
Legislature of Michigan has a. banking 
code which may be worthy of your con- 
sideration. It Is modeled upon the ad- 
mirable national banking system. 
Such 


a measure must, under" the constitution, 
be submitted to a vote of tho people. I 


i recommend that action bo taken upon it 


at this session if It l>e found practicable. 


T think In the existing situation that 


the duty and.responsibility of examining 
into the condition 
of 
the state banks 


should -be placed upon the State Treas- 
urer, who was by a votu (if the people 
substituted 
for 
the Bank Comptroller 


when that oflioc was abolished. It Is tho 
clear Intent of the banking law 
that 


thereafter the Stato Treasurer 
should 


stand in tho relation to the state banks 
which had been occupied by the Bank 
Comptroller. It is a matter ot grave 
doubt whether It Is In harmony with tho 
law adopted by the people, that the work 
of supervision of the bankr>, so elabor- 
ately provided for by chapter 301 of tho 
Laws of 1835. should be intrusted to an 
officer appointed by the State Treasurer 
with the approval of tho Governor, anci 
who Is to report entirely to the Governor. 
The law seems to bo drawn upon tho the- 
ory that It Is the State Treasurer's busi- 
ness'under tho banking code so far that 
It would not be lawful to authorize the 
appointment of a Bank Examiner with- 
out hlg Intervention, This theory seams 
to be all right, but tho law should other- 
wise conform to it. I recommend that 
the duties of Bank Examiner be delegated 
to tho Stato Treasurer, and that he be 
empowered to appoint a competent dep- 
uty for the purpose who shall report di- 
rectly to him.

A bill is being drafted under the 


direction of Secretory of State Cnsson 
which will be hailed with delight by 
many of the old soldiers of Wisconsin. 
When Col. Thomas Allen was secre- 
tary of state in 1867, a law was passed 
requiring him to send to the county 
clerks of the state, a list of Wisconsin 
deserters from the Union army during 
the War of the Rebellion. The law al- 
so 
provided that the several clerks 


send copies of such list to every vot- 
ing precinct in their several counties. 
Secretary Allen secured the names -of 
the deserters Jroui the War depart- 
ment in Washington and proceeded to 
execute the order. 
Since that time 


it has come to light that many of the 
men listed as deserters by the War 
department were in fact the best sol- 
diers. A great number were in hospi- 
tals at the time the list was compiled 
and as there was no record of their 
discharge they were put down as de- 
serters. 
Others were in the ranks 


lighting, 
but the men in charge of 


making the list were-anxious to get 
the matter out of the way and did 
what seemed the easiest thing under 
the circumstances. 


In 1SOO a law was enacted repealing 


the act of two years before, b'lt ihe 
lists as sent out are still a matter of 
record in the secretary of state's offk-t: 
nnd it is presumed are also on file in 
the 
offices 
of the 
several county 


clerks. Secretary Casson nurposcs to 
have these lists called in by law and 
destroved. 
They are inaccurate in 


many particulars and the stigma of 
being a deserter is attached to some 
of the best soldiers that the Badger 
state sent to the front.

there would be no occulation of stars 
as there is. 


These are a few of the facts which 


we -know about the moon. The new 
telescope would greatly increase this 
knowledge. Dr. Elkins said, and would 
explain more fully the composition of 
the.moon, and perhaps give us a hint 
of .its history. 


• The atmosphere in which it-he tele- 
scope was used would, however,.have 
much.to do with its effectiveness.. To 
secure the 
greatest success.- wit-h a 


telescope -it must be operated in per- 
fectly clear air. 
The conditions at 


Paris would not favor its most effect- 
ive working. 


Dr..Elkins concluded by saying that 


.every advance in the art of making 
telescope contributed many new dis- 
.coveries to our knowledge of celes- 
tial bodies; for example, the Lick tele- 
scope revealed to us a fifth satellite of 
Jupiter.

Thus we 
are obliged to record the failure of 
the first two beet 
sugar factories 


erected in Wisconsin. Factories have 
also been started in '-Delaware, Maine 
and Canada, .only to end in failure. 
This causes of failure have generally 
been the lack of capital to carry on 
the enterprise and in nearly every in- 
stance, unwillingness or inability of 
the farmers to furnish a full and reg- 
ular supply of properly grown beets. 


Prof. Henry says the soil and cli- 


mate of this state are favorable for 
the growth of sugar beets and shows 
wherein it would be of prolit to ihe 
farmers to cultivate them. 
Several 


years ago he realized that Wisconsin 
people would awaken to the import- 
ance of raising their oivn sugar beeis 
and he began un investigation of the 
possibilities of the state in that di- 
rection, continuing the work up to 
the present time. 


Of the situation in Wisconsin Prof. 


Henry says:

It will require three 
such factories as thai at Menominee 
Falls to supply the sugar consumed 
by the city.of Milwaukee alone, while 
about twenty-five will be required to 
produo-e the sugor consumed in our 
own state. ' 


Prof. Henry says that the experi- 


mental station, has distributed beet 
seeds to more than 1,300 Wisconsin 
farmers. It has been found that there 
is fifteen pounds of solid to 100 pounds 
of beet juice. The best result from 
experiments have been obtained in 
Milwaukee county, where 15:48 pel- 
cent of sugar was secured from the 
juice. Of experiments in five counties, 
'the best yield of beets per acre was 
secured in Waukcsha . county, being 
7G,:I70 poands. The others were: Ke- 
nosha, 53.790; Marqueite, 4B,;:iO; EOCK, 
30,070; St. C'roix, D.S6S.

Fault* ol Hot Air Heaters. 


Tho ono prinio fault with most hot air 


heaters, says tho Chicago Record, !B that 
tbo cold air box i«i vary much too small. 
Tho size of this is generally left to tho 
judgment of tho carpenter und builder, 
und it is muiio small so as not to be in tho 
wr.y. It is simply o physical fact that no 
more hot air cun be sent out of tho furnnco 
than sues into it as cold air. 
If the cold 


box bus an aperture of 5 square feet, and 
tho hot ui;1 pipns aggregate 10 gqunro feet, 
half of tho hot air pipes will bo starved. 
An easy tost o£ the matter Is this: Wait 
until you hnvo a hot Urti iu your furnaco 
and then opcu all tho registers and hold a 
lighted candle bofore each ono in turn. If 
thoro Is a down drnft through on'o or mora 
of 'tho registers, tho furnaco, starved for 
cold air, is drawing through ono"of those 
with tho least upward draft Jn order to 
discharge it when heated through tho oth- 
ers. If your hot air furunco fails to give 
satisfaction and Is of n roliublu innkoimd 
in good condition, investigate your cold 
olr supply first of all. 
Then soo that each 


of the he-tali1 pipes is tnkon only from tho 
crown ot the furnaoo; that eucli plpo has u 
distinct pitch (tho grenter tho bettor), und 
llnully it mny bo well to covor the pipes 
with !i!bo3tv.B in order to prevent them 
from losing heat by radiation. If you 
have a good furnaco to begin with, do not 
givo up until you bavo mastered the pfob- 
lum and obtained the results that you 
thould obtain.

Ws do not condemn keeping animals 


warm, either in stables above ground or 
in underground basements. --Whatever is 
necessary for the comfort of animals 
mast be secured in inclement winter 
climate. But trying to save manure by 
composting ic in the same room with 
tho stock ia something that aevor ought 
to be done. Tho composting should al- 
ways be done out of doore. The mannre, 
if kept moist, always will decompose its 
vegetable matter into moifit mold that 
•will help to hold ammonia instead of 
into dry ash that will dissipate it. 
In- 


stead of providing covered barnyards to 
hold the manure it should be brought 
outside the barn into the open air each 
day. 


The man -who works comfortably-ia 


the open air during the daytime needs 
shelter and protection at night. So, too, 
doea stock. It in the attempt to preserve 
stock from exposure at all times, rather 
than koopiag it warm and comfortable 
during hours of sleep, that is objected 
to. Giving some exercise in the open 
air each day ie an essential to preserving 
health in all animals. It is because the 
covered barnyard makes this difficult 
that we are opposed to it. By keeping 
the open barnyurd well littered with 
straw there will be little waste of ma- 
nnre. The advantage to health of pro- 
viding :i place for farm stock to freely 
exercise in will more than nonnterbal- 
nuoe any possi ble but not probable waste 
of manure from such cause. 


MeairoremMit of Water.

credited with the following by tha 
Orange Judd Farmer: The "inch" aa 
xned in the measurement of water is a 
very indefinite and unsatisfactory unit. 
Tho ]awa of Idaho make a cubic foot 
per second equal 50 miners' inches. The 


i state engineer of Colorado computes

I their statute it will require 38.4 inches 
! to equal 1 cnbio foot per second, but 


that is only nnder certain conditions. 


i It may vary'widely from that under the 


I possible conditions of their law. 
The 


miners' inch in California varies in al- 
most every district. There is no uni- 


• formitv in the gaugo nor the pressure 


under which the water shall be measur- 
ed, pressure varying from 4% to 12 
inches. In thoso sections of California 
in which a 6 inch pressure ~abovo tho 
top cif the orifice is used, a miners' inch 
ia taken as discharging 0.026 cubic feet 
per. SMond, which ia about 8S.4 inches 
to One cubic foot per second. 


The Manual of Irrigation Engineer- 


ing, by Wilson, gives 50 California 
minors' inches as equal to 1 cnbio 
foot per raoood. In Wyoming the inch 
has no legal status nor any recognized 
method of 'measuring. To summarize, 
the entire states in which tho nbsolnte 
relation between the inch nnd tho oubio 
foot per second has been fixed by law 
that relation has been fixed on tho ratio 
of 60 minors' inches to 1 cubic foot 
per second, but in those mates where the 
conditions of measurement have been 
fixed by law tho ratio is from about 84.4 
to 45.9 cabio inches.

Before placing thin in position -the soil

I at each oornor and the boards nailed to 
these so that one-half of thoir width 
is above the level of the surface. 
Tho 


rear board should be 2 or. 3 inches 
higher than the front one in ordor to 
give sufficient slope to the sashes. Three 
feet from the end there ahould bo a 
crosspieee about 2 inches wide to 
strengthen the side boards and to serve 
as a support for tho sashes. 
The space 


from which the soil baa been dug out 
should now be lilled in with tbe best 
aud richest garden soil obtainable. 


Tho frame is now ready to receive 


cabbage, cauliflower and lettuco plants 
for early spring transplanting. Tho usu- 
al number put under one sash ia from 
300 to 400. 'If the weather should be 
dry and tho- suu hot at midday, the 
plants may bavo to bo shaded nnd wa- 
tered OECS or twice. After they have 
once tak-;n root there is very littlo trou- 
ble with them. Tho sashes should be 
raised on all warm, sunshiny days and 
woll covered when tho weather is cold. 


Thus treated, lettuce plants will be 


ready for planting in hotbeds in Janu- 
ary or February and tho cabbage and 
cauliflower in the open ground as soon 
as the season opens: After tho plants 
have been taken ont the frame may bo 
transformed into a hotbed, or it may bo 
used to good advantage for transplant- 
ing tomatoes, eggplants, poppers, etc., 
out of a separate hotbed where the 
plants bavo been started. Tho cost oil 
• construction is but trifling, and sashea 
ready for use can be procured at a small 
cost. 


Profitable Eoonomiea. 


In California for years it was tho rule 


to let rot on the ground all oranges that 
vere sunburned or imperfect in any 
Wiiy—oversized or undersized Or un- 
marketable from any other cause. As 
the orchards, returned smaller profits, 
however, it was found that these fruits 
wore valuable for marmalades and pre- 
served, 'and they have now become no 
unimportant factor in the total income 
of the orange grower. "Around tho driers 
and canneries largo heaps of peach and 
apricot stones'accumulated and became 
a nuisance. It was afterward discovered 
that these would burn ns well as tho 
best stove coal, nnd they aro now a 
source of profit, selling at $15 per ton 
r.s fuel, while their ash is rich in phos- 
phoric acid and potash and valuable as 
a fertilizer, 


Ko\v a new industry in connection 


with raisin growing is about to be es- 
.tablishod at Fresuo, Raisin seeds sell 
in Germany at $16 to $18 per ton. Tha 
seeds are said to contain from 30 to 40 
per eeut of glycerin and 15 por cent of 
essential oil. Tho proposition under 
consideration ia the erection of a raisin 
seeding plant, thus increasing the value 
of the product aud utilizing the seeds. 
Around all tho wineries of the state are 
vast heaps of grape seeds nnd stems, all 
of which aro now wasted, but which 
contain a large percentage of tannio 
acid, and in Europe .form an important 
item in tho product of tho vineyard. It 
is small economies th.it enable us to 
withstand the bard times, and even 
California is learning this lesson. The 
feeding of waste apples and of pomaco 
from cider mills and tho use of apples 


i for jolly, evaporating, etc., are other 


I instances of profitable economies in hor- 


ticulture, says Americau Agriculturist, 
authority for the foregoing.

W.ATER. IN THE APIARY. 


Beiultinc yrom.a ^eyloct to-Bnp- 
ply It — Plan of Watering-. 


At the last annual convention of the 


North Americau Beekeepers^' associa- 
tion the importance of watering tha api- 
ary received attention. Theanbjectwaa 
introduced by a paper read by B. Whit- 
comb of Nebraska. He said: 


The necessity of -water by the honey- 


bees is to dissolve honey whioh some- 
times boootnes candied in the colla, and 
In brood rearing they can make but lit- 
tle progress without an abundant sup- 
ply of water. In early spring, when 
compelled -to go long distances or to se- 
cure a supply from hydrants, tanks, 
brooks or drains, the losses will be bo- 
yond comprehension, and the careful 
apiarist is fully aware of tbe value of 
these little water gatherers at this sea- 
son of tho year. Ho could well afford to 
lose four times their number a month or 
two later on. It IE apparent that many 
cases of so called spring dwindling ia 
traceable to the want of water of 'the 


! proper temperature supplied at conven- 
! lent places in tho apiary. 


i 
The advantages of providing watei 


for the bee uie first, to avoid thirst; sec- 
ond, when allowed to forage away from 
the apiary they obtain oftentimes that 
which is impure and of f.o low a tem- 
perature that it is injurious to the deli- 
cate organism of the bee, and it become* 
chilled and cannot return to the hive. 


To obviate these difficulties I bring 


tho water iu close proximity to the col- 
ony in all its purity and in a condition 
of temperature beet suited to meet tbo 
requirements of the bee. Thus she rnay 
secure an abundant supply on making 
the shortest possible journey to and fro 
and also at a tcmperatnre even warmer 
than the gnrronndiijg atmosphere. To 
accomplish this I use the half gallon 
fruit jar, removing the screw top and 
rubber and taking an inch board from 
four to eight inches square. Now, with 
a small gaugo or a common pocketknife, 
cut a groove diagonally across tho block 
nearly from one corner to tho opposite 
one, taking. care not to cut tho groove 
quite to the corner. The center of this 
block may be cut out to cuit yonr fancy 
and may bo turned if so desired, and 
you have an excellent and cheaply de- 
vised watering apparatus. 


Now fill the jar with water, placing 


the block over the mouth of the jar, in- 
vert the whole and sot in convenient 
nlaoee or desired points in the apiary. 
To avoid tho difficulty of readily attract- 
ing the bee to its new watering place I 
would recommend slightly sweetening 
tho water in these jars for a day or two, 
and everything will move on smoothly 
afterward. So far as our observation has 
youe. during tbe height of brood rear- 
ing, and taking no note1 of evaporations, 
five, well stocked colonies will use tha 
majority of one of these jars of watei 
daily. 


trilling Johocro Grui. 


For small bunches— or au largo aa a 


man wants to undertake — cut the grass 
off underground to the surfaca roots; 
rake all the looso dirt off and all down, 
to rhe hard ground, clipping the surface 
roots aud cover well with unit. Usa 
plenty of salt. The land must be damp. 
Cover np with moist dirt and tramp 
down. This is to make tbe salt melt be- 
fore it gets dry. Don't trouble it till you, 
aro sure it is dead. Watch it. If a sprig 
should come, give ic another dose. In, 
the spring is the beet timo to till it. 
Where salt is applied to fresh cut roots 
it strikes ripht in, like salting fresh 
meat. Salt will kill every fiber oJ th« 
roots. I know this by experience. 


To kill Johnson grass on a large seals 


sow in grain ; brook stubble early; keep 
breaking; cut every root you can with 
the plow ; cut them two iuchea under 
the ground. When it starts np again, 
start your plow. Don't lot it get knee 
high; keop plowing till frost; tceafc 
Bgaiu in tho spring; plant in cotton and 
cultivate with sharp sweeps. Plow late, 
but shallow. Cut with hoe all under- 
ground. You con pull up the grass, 
roots and all, as it is tho surface roots 
that mostly sprout. Johnson grass can 
bo killed and good farms reclaimed. I 
know whereof I spook. I have been 
keeping a watch on Johnson grass for 
15 years or more. I hnvo killed it by 
hooping it cat down with, a hoe— out 
underground. _ 


Wbcn to Prime. 


The rule generally given ia that it it 


Eftf e to prune during the timo tbe leavoS 
are off, "any time during the autumn, 
-winter and before tho sap begins to flow 
in tho spring. ' ' Professor Slayton of the 
Michigan station does noc think so, aa 
experiments ho has made proved that 
pruning during tho winter months was 
Injurious, at least to apples and pears. 
Tha work is best done, he thanks, in 
October. Tho movement of the sap then, 
slight though it is, fills the pores of tho 
wood at the surface of the cot and pre- 
vents evaporation from freezing and 
from bleeding when tho flow begins in 
the spring. All cut surfaces of any size 
should be left for a day or two to dry 
and then bo covered with liquid, graft- 
ing wax or on painted.

The editor of Home and Farm says t 


As a rule, the best time to set ont decid- 
uous treoa — trees that oast all their 
leaves annually— is in the fall or early 
winter; and, on the other hand, ever- 
greens do best usually when transplant- 
ed iu tbe spring just before they com* 
ruonoe growing. At all times it is of tho 
greatest importance that newly trans- 
planted trees bo kopt steadily in their 
places until tho roots begin to act and 
so hold them thus. This steadying is 
usually dono by means of stakes. In the 
caso of fall planted trees it can be dona 
by banking the cnrth up around tho 
stems. In the spring, the earth thud 
raised can be duly leveled down.
